Glory through far diſtant Regions,) any ſhould be 
found ſo undervaluing theſe ineſtimable Privileges , ſo 
Ungrateful for them, ſo Forgetful of their Duty to 
God, to the Queen, and the State, as Chriſtians, as 
Subjects, as Men, as to be continually Murmuring, 
venting their Paſſions and Diſcontents, diſturbing the 


1 is amazing to conſider, that in a Nation enjoying 


3 Government, interrupting the Repoſe of her Majeſty, 
by unſeaſonably crowding into the Royal Preſence with 


inſignificant and inconſiſtent Addreſſes ; as will appear 
if we conſider their Occation, the Methods uſed to ob- 
tain them, their Contents, and Time of Preſentment. 


1. The Occaſion was this. The Chief Magiſtrate 
of the City of London, having appointed Dr. Henry Sa- 
cheverell to preach before him, the Aldermen, and 
chief Companies of the C orporation, in the Cathedral 
of St. Paul's, on the 5th day of Nowember laſt ; a Day 
fet apart for returning Thanks to Almighty God, for 


our Deliverance from the belliſh Conſpiracy of the Pa-

piſts, and that late Deliverance from Popery and Sla-

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very, by the Arrival of King William : For perpetu- 
ating the Memorial whereof, ſuitable Offices are in- 
ſerted in the excellent Liturgy of the Church. But 
the Doctor ſoon forgot his Prayers, the Day, and the 
Mercies thereof ; and in a violent and virulent Manner 
waſted an Hour in reviling Proteſtant Diſſenters, not 
ſparing the greateſt and beſt Part of the Eſtabliſhed 
Church of England; traducing its Prelates, and its Re- 
verend and worthy Members, Arraigning the Govern- 
ment, Aſperſing Miniſters of State, the late Happy 
Revolution, Cenſuting the Toleration, Exciting Supe- 
rior Paſtors to thunder out Anathema's againſt thoſe 


entitled to the Benefit thereof, creating groundleſs 


Jealouſies, fomenting deſtructive Diſſentions amongſt 
her Majeſty's Subjects: Which Sermon, contrary to 
the Sentiments of the Court of Aldermen, he ſoon af- 
ter printed, for which he was by the Honourable Houfe 
of Commons Impeach'd ; Articles of high Crimes and 
Miſdemeanours exhibited againſt him ; and after a ve- 
ry long and ſolemn Trial, found Guilty thereof, and 
Sentenced by the higheſt Court of Judicature. Seve- 
ral Days during this Tryal , the Doctor affected to be 
openly ſeen in a Gentleman's Chariot, in his Paſſage 
to and from Weſtminſter-Hall, courting the Mobb that 
attended him, till they were by the Enemies of the Go- 
vernment animated into Tumults, Riots, and Rebellion, 
and pulled down the Meeting- Houſes of Diſſenters, in- 
ſulting thoſe that did not readily ſhew their Reſpets 
for High-Church and Dr. Sacheverell. And it is not | 
eaſy to gueſs whither, and to what this furious Zeal 
would have carried them, had they not been timely 
ſuppreſſed by Her Majeſty's Guards, and the Care of 
the Lieutenancy of London. Many were ſeized Active 
herein; and one D:marie received Sentence of Death, 
and one Purchaſe convicted, others Fined. 
High-Church hereat, particularly the Clergy, are 
nettled, and preſently apply themſelves to the ringing 
Aaron's Bells backward, firing their Beacons macs 4 
the 
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che Kingdom to Alarm their Poſſe, thinking themſelves 


concerned in Oppoſition to one of the Honourable 
Managers, to render this TOOL OF THEIR PAR- 
TY SIGNIFICANT : And to appear Formidable, 
with great Diligence have ſet their Agents at work to 
muſter their Forces to ſupport the Doctor, and keep 
the Cauſe alive and active in ſpite of the mortal Wound 


given it at the Tryal; for which purpoſe Addreſſing 
was made choice of. 


2. I ſhall take notice of ſome of the various Me- 
thods and Artifices made uſe of. Fitting Inſtruments 
were employed to promote this important Service; 
amongſt which, none more active than Dy — r, a Mer- 
cenary News-writer. The Doctor's Pupils and young 
Clergymen, who having neither Learning or Merit 
ſufficient to advance them, ſeek to &iſtinguiſh them- 
ſelves by IIl. nature and Railing ; ſtriving to excuſe (if | 
not hallow) their practical Blemiſhes, by an ignorant / 
fiery Zeal againſt thoſe they thought fit to ſtigmatize 
with thoſe Names of Reproach, ſo much now in Vogue, 
and with which their Addreſſes do ſurfeit. Copies have 
been tranſmitted from London to ſeveral Parts of the 
Land ; to others, Particular Heads only, to be modified 
by ſuch whoſe Abilities and Zeal they could confide in: 
Perſons returned to ſerve on Publick Service, whoſe 
eaſy Tempers were readily wrought upon, or whoſe 
Inclinations rendered them proper for the Purpoſe. 
Perſons attack'd ſingly , when whole Bodies could not 
be prevailed with; as at Shrewtbury , and other Places. 
Menaces and Promiſes uſed, falſe Stories invented, Per- 
ſons and Actions miſrepreſented, Charges of Diſſoyal- 
ty, Hereſy, Diſaffection to the Church, and whatſoe- | 
ver implied Reproach, whether True or Falſe, it mat- 5 
ter d not, were imputed to Societies and Perſons, Vio- 
lent Sermons preached to incenſe the Vulgzr. In 80. 
pulous Places, through perſuaſion , Perſons ſigned to 
Rolls abſtracted from the Addreſſes, to which they were 


afterwards affixed, as hath been with Aſſurance affirm 


ed ;

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ed; notwithſtanding in very many places they met with 
Repulſes, even in the Metropolis of the Kingdom, as I 
have been informed. Notwithſtanding the great Indu- 
ſtry and Concert made uſe of, the Managers were fo 
diffident of their Intereſt to carry an Addreſs, that the 
Deſign was for ſome time adjourned ; and had it not 
been for the Advantage which Cuſtom gives the Lord 
Mayor, and for the chr gps, of thoſe, who tho' 
they diſapproved thereof, yet had not Courage enough 
upon the Queſtion to go out againſt it, ( of which ma- 
ny of them afterwards repented, ) the Addreſs had not 
been voted. Even here this Addreſs was ſoon followed 
with another Counter thereunto from the Court of 
Lieutenancy, taking notice of the late Riots with De- 


teſtation, and acknowledging Her Majeſty's Royal 


Care and Concern for the City; aſſuring Her of their 
watchful Endeavours to preſerve the Peace thereof from 
the Attempts of Papiſts, Nonjurors, and other Ene- 
mies, in Obedience to Her Royal Commands: Which 
the other Addreſs had omitted to mention. And from 
feveral other Places, where it was neceſſary, came o- 
ther Excellent Addrefles penn'd with that Chriſtian 
Temper and Moderation, ſo often recommended from 
the Throne; as from the ſeveral Cities of Glouceſter, 
Weſtminſter, Norwich, and Counties of Berks , Middle- 
ſex, Northampton, Worceſter , Wilts , Southampton , Pem- 
broke, 8c.,to ſhew that this High-Church Fury had not 


poſſeſſed any great or conſiderable Part of thoſe Cor- 


porations, Cities, Counties, wherein they boaſted of 
their Numbers. And many others had followed, had 
not the Senſe of their own unſuſpected and unſpotted 
Loyalty, the Silence of the Gazette, and their Reve- 
rence for the Queen, reſtrain'd them at this time from 
unneceſſatily interrupting Her valuable and precious 
Houss. |

Words uſed to amuſe the 
Vulgar, and thereby to draw them to ſubſcribe their 


Names. I fhall briefly conſider each of theſe Heads. 


I. As toPaſſiveObedience,andAbſoluteNon-Refiſtance. 
It is readily owned that Government was Inſtituted b 
God for the Good and Welfare of Mankind ; That 
Princes and Governors are the Miniſters of God ; That 


they are veſted with Authority to reward the Good and 
Virtuous, and to puniſh the Vicious; That they are ena- 

bled by Divine Aſſiſtance to ſerve the Ends of Govern- | 
ment, in the Adminiſtration whereof their Perſons are 
Sacred; and whoſoever Reſiſts them therein, Reſiſts the 
Ordinance of God; That they are liable to very great 
Temptations, from the Paſſions of Human Nature; 


ſubje& to great Miſcarriages and perſonal Faults, where- 


by the Publick may be damaged, and private Perſons 


injured ; for which very large Allowances are to be 
made, and their Subjects paſſively Obedient : That the 


Government in ſeveral Countries vary; ours of Great- 
Britain is a mixt limited Monarchy ; the Legiſlature in _ 
the Queen and Her Two Houſes of Parliament; the 


Executive Power in the Queen, but whoſoever violates 
the Laws, { notwithſtanding the Prince's Command) 


is anſwerable unto Juſtice. The Acceptance of the 


Crown, and Coronation Oath, obliges the Prince to 


Rule; as the Oath of Allegiance binds the Subject to 
Obey, according to Law ; for many Actions have been | 
commenced and proſecuted in the Prince's Name againſt | 


the Subject, on which Judgment hath been given for the 


latter. If a Prince through the Flattery of Courtiers, or 
others, rely ing upon a Divine Authority, and the abſolute | 
Ws Sub- 
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Submiſſion of his Subjects, ſhall play the Tyrant, act 
arbitrarily, in Defiance of the Laws; endeavour to 


overthrow the Conſtitution, to ſubject it to a Foreign 
Juriſdiction; in this Caſe , I make no doubt, but that 


there is a Power lodged in the Governed Society, to 


prevent its Deſtruction and Diſſolution ; That the 


prime Dictate of Nature, the Law of God, Self-Pre- 
/ ſervation, and the Laws of the Engliſh Conſtitution, 


will Authorize the Nobles and Commons of the Realm, 


to join together, as at the late Happy Revolution, 


and oppoſe ſuch Invaſions, and by forceable Means 
preſerve the Conſtitution ; without deſerving to be 
branded as Rebels for ſo doing: This is what is meant 
by the Doctrine of Reſiſtance. Conſider a little the 


' Reverſe hereof; OBEDIENCE unto Princes without 
RESERVE, Unlimited Non-Reſiftance, EVEN IN 
' THE CASE OF TYRANNY AND OPPRESSION. 


This Doctrine tends to deprive a People of their Na- 


tive Rights, Civil and Religious, breaks down the Fen- 


ces that guard their Conſtitution, their Liberties and 
Properties, deſtroys Self-Defence, ſubjects our Perſons 
and Eſtates to the Deſpotick Power of the Prince; 
what Havock may one unreſiſted Arm make in a Na- 
tion? It takes away the Diſtinction, and levels the 


.. Engliſþ Monarchy with that of France or Turky. This 


Doctrine charges the late Revolution with Rebellion; 
calls all thoſe Noble Lords, and others, that invited 
the Prince of Orange hither, that aſſiſted him from his 
Landing to his Coronation, Traytors, and King WVilli- 
am with his Conſort, Uſurpers: Would the Penmen 
and Chief Managers of Addreſſes ſpeak plain, and tell 
us whether they own this Doctrine, and its genuine 


Conſequences? Whether they do indeed condemn 
the late Revolution as Illegal; the Game they are 


playing would ſoon be at an end ; for the Populace, 
and others of higher Quality, did throughout the 
Reign of that Glorious Prince, manifeft ſo much Loy- 
alty and Affection to their Great DELIVERER, as 
would keep them from Subſcribing any Addreſſes, 
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tending to aſpetſe his Memory, or revile the Revolu- 
tion.

E KING OF KINGS ALONE. If this only (as is aſ- 
ſerted) entitles a Perſon to the Crown, ic would be 

very hard for theſe Gentlemen to tell, after ſo many In- 

tertuptions as have been in the Lineal Succeſſion ſince 

the Conqueſt, who at this day hath the juſteſt Claim.

ſtrious Houfe of Hannover, and the Proteſtant Succeſſi- 
Jon as by Law eſtabliſh'd. Should a Demiſe of the 
Crown happen, (which God in Mercy to the Nation 
long, very long defer) it is to be feared that theſe Ad- 
dreſſes would prove like thoſe formerly made to Crom-

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4. There appears in theſe Addreſſes under Conſide- 
ration, a great Zeal for Epiſcopacy, for the Church of 
England and its Liturgy, for Primitive and Apoſtolical 
Doctrines. It is very well known, notwithſtanding all 
this ſeeming Favour, who they are, that would con- 
fine the Church within their narrow Incloſures ; whoſe 
Spirits are very contracted with reference to Prote- 
ſtants, but enlarged towards thoſe of another Commu- 
nion. It is Matter of Melancholy and Sadneſs to con- 
ſider, thac any of the Sacred and Venerable Order of 
the Clergy ſhould in their Sermons, Writings, and 
Diſcourſes ſo frequently cenſure and aſperſe thoſe of 
Culmer Spirits, and more Catholick and Chriſtian 
Tempers, as Falſe Brethren, Laodicean Chriſtians z who ® 
by their nervous and excellent Writings for Epiſcopa- 
cy, for our excellent Liturgy, and for Conformity, 
have done eminent Service for our Eſtabliſhed Church. 
It is true indeed, Proteſtant Diſſenters do controvert 
ſome Matters relating to Ceremonies and Terms of 
Communion, notwithſtanding there is a good Agree- 
ment wich us in all the Fundamental Articles, and Eſ- * 
ſentials of the Chriſtian Religion, and a pleaſant Har- 
mony of Affection, and Endeavour to promote her 
Majeſty's and the Kingdoms Intereſt. I need not men- 
tion what they mean by their Primitive and Apoffoli- 
cal Doctrines, their Addreſſes ſufficiently explain it; 
neither ſhall T urge the ſolid Confutations that have 
been given to theſe their Miſtakes : All therefore I ſhall 
add under this Head, is, That if theſe Gentlemen had |

That refle& and caſt black and odious Colours on the 
Revolution, which placed Her Majeſty on the Throne, 
and inſtated her Subjects in all the Bleſſings they are 
now in Poſſeſſion of?

couraging Diſſention amongſt Her MIijeſties Subjects; 


in order for the Eſtabliſhing Happineſs at Home, and 


the Procuring a Safe and Laſting Peace to Europe. With 
what ExpeRation and Aſſurance did the Queen open 


the Laſt Seflion 2 Waat Satisfaction did She expreſs ar 


the Cloſe thereof? What can we think of thoſe that 
ſh2w their Reſentments at the Proceedings of ſuch a 
Parliament? That appear fond of Changing ſuch Pa- 
triots. at expreſs their Joy and Satisfa tion at the 
Proſpe f a N-] Choice? Surely, the Honour ig 
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che Queen, the Proſperity of Her Kingdoms, the Safe- 


ty of the Proteſtant Religion, the Security of the 
Church of England, an Honourable Concluſion of the 
War, are little conſulted or intended by theſe Men. 


It is well their Power is not adequate to their Will; 


that whole Counties, Cities and Corporations are not / 
at their Diſpoſal ; that they cannot every where refuſe, 


change and chuſe Members at Pleaſure. They have in- 
deed raiſed a Ferment in the Nation; and chere is little 
doubt but they will endeavour to continue it to ſerve 


their Ends; but when Time and Reaſon ha cooled 


Mens Spirits, and the Deſigns of thoſe Incendin ies that 


from the Pulpit have fo liberally caſt about ebrands 
and Arrows detected, and their Purpoſes w ich they 
now endeavour to conceal, expoſed; I queſtion not 
but the Nation will grow wiſe, and treat ſuch Eccleſia- 
ſticks who are a Scandal to that Venerable Order 


they pretend co, with a Scorn and Contempt ſuitable 
to their Deportments. 


4. I now come to take Notice of the Time when 
theſe Addreſſes did begin to appear; and that was ſoon | 
after the Notorious Riots and Tumults in the Cities of 


London and Weſtminfter, on account of their Favourite 
Doctor, were ſuppreſſed. And at ſuch a Time, one 


would rationally have expected to have found ample 
Declarations of Abhorrence of ſuch Rebellious Practi- 


ces: But, with reference to theſe and ſubſequent Riots, 


that have been in ſeveral other Parts of the Kingdom, 


there is Altum Silentium, not the leaſt Notice in any of 


their Addreſſes, as I have ſeen: A Demonſtration 


what Streſs is to be laid on their Aſſurances of Loyalty, 
and the Doctrines of Paſſive Obedience and Non- Reſi- 
ſtance. They did begin during a Treaty of Peace, and 


have continued notwithſtanding the early Notice we 
had from France, how they encouraged the drooping 
Spirits of that Nation, with the News of great Diſcon: 
tents, and the Proſpect of a Civil War in England. 
Yea, they did in their publick Prints declare, That one 
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was already commenced. Theſe Addreſſes are till 
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continued, notwithſtanding the many Expreſſions of 
Her Majeſty's Care and Concern for the Welfare of 
Her People, and Her Earneſt Deſire to ſee them live 
in that Love and Unity which ſhe recommended to 
them from the Throne, in Her moſt Excellent Speech 
at the Prorogation. What will Foreigners judge of 
us, who diſregarding all the moſt preſſing Motives we 
have at this Juncture to unite, in Defiance of all the 


Charms of ſuch a Speech, from ſuch a Queen, we 


ſtill proceed with a High- Church Fury, to create Jea- 
louſies, foment Diviſions, and keep alive thoſe Animo- 
ſities, which envenom'd Spirits by Artifice and Miſrepre- 
ſentations have raiſed amongſt us? 3

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To conclude theſe Remarks, it is to be wiſhed that 
notwithſtanding all the Pretences and Aſſurances of 
Loyalty to the Queen, Zeal for the Houſe of Hanno- 
ver, which with ſo much Solemnity have been made 
and repeated in late Addreſſes, there were not too 
much ground to ſuſpect, that many have their Reſerves, 
and a Faculty Office within their own Breaſts, to 
interpret and diſpenſe with them, as ſerve their Purpo- 
ſes. Their Church Memorials are extant, and the wri- 


tings of a celebrated Author of the Convocation Con- 


troverſy ; whoſe Inſolence towards Her Majeſty, Cc. 
hath been deſervedly chaſtiſed by a very Learned and 
Judicious Divine of our Church. Should the Abettors 
and Encouragers of the late Tumults and Rebellion, 
(for ſuch J muſt call it, becauſe ſo adjudged) ever have

And I was confirmed herein, 
becauſe there are none of the Enemies thereof, and of 
the Nations Abroad, nor any Non-jurors, Facobires, or 
Roman Catholick amongſt us, but what do rejoice at 
theſe Proceedings. | 

It is indeed owned that there appears great Zeal in 
theſe late Addreſſes for the Hannover and Proteſtant 
Succeſſion; but had this been omitted, or declared a- 


gainſt, it had effectually at once defeated all Deſigns 
for its overthrow ; for there are ſtrong Averſions in far 
the greateſt Part of the Nation to Popery,againſt which 
this Settlement is a great and ſtrong Barrier, and fo 
eſteemed : But notwithſtanding this ſeeming Zeal for 


the Act of Settlement, ſuch Methods are pitched upon 
as do directly tend to deſtroy it; as traducing the Par- 
liament and Miniſtry, railing at, and aſperſing the moſt 


worthy of our Clergy, and Members of the Church 


of England, and the whole Body of Proteſtant Diſſen- 1 


ters, who are all une l-erably fixed for maintaining the 


Proteſtant Succeifion, in the Hluſtrious Houſe of Har 
nover; and whilſt theſe continue in Authority and Re- 


putation, it is impoſſible to form Deſigns effectual to 
bring about another Revolution. But if by raiſing Heats 
and Diviſions, by Changes and Diſſolutions, there

That all things are managed with infinite Wiſdom and 
Goodneſs, conjunct with equal Power and Juſtice ; that 
innumerable Varieties of Means lye open to the Al- 
mighty's View, which frail Man hath no Apprehenſi- 
ons of; that he ſtands not in need of the ſinful Agen- 
cy of Man for the Accompliſhment of his Purpoſes g 
they would with greater Patience, with a more ſteady 
Truſt and Reliance wait for the Iſſues of Providence, 
without perplexing themſelves with an exceſſive Solli- 
citude for Futurity, with Reference to the great Affairs 
of the Nation; this would reſtrain both Clergy and 
Laity, from unreaſonably interpoſing and meddling with 
Things above them: The Arcanas of State, the mo- 
delling of Governments, mixing Politicks in their Ser- 
mons and Diſcourſes, raiſing Controverſies and Di- 
ſputes, ſerving to little other purpoſe than the imbitter- 
ing Men's Spirits; Debates, deſtructive of that Peace 
and Love that would render us a Nation, more com- 
pacted and united at Home, more formidable Abroad. 

I would not be miſunderſtood ; therefore do declare 
that in writing cheſe Remarks, I had not the leaſt 
Thought of reflecting on the facred Order of the Cler-
